(c) To stutiy the raw material requirements of 
the industry and review the import policy 
with tlic view to raUouali.se the duty 
sli'ucturc. 


fd ) To study the technological development of 
the woollen industry and to suggest measures 
for its modernisation and strengthening of 
R&D facilities. 

fc) To suggest measures to diversify u.sc of wool 
and woollen products and dcvelopnuenl of 
home and overseas mtirkets. 

(f) )To study the problem of sickness of the 

woollen units ;md capacity utilisation and to 
suggest remedial measures for solutitni 
thereof. 

(g) To draw a comprehensive action plait to 

boost the indigenous production of wool 
and to modernise the woollen industry with 
a view to increasing exports in the next ten 
years period 1991—21K)0. 

5. The secretariat as,sistance in connection with the 
study group vvill he pnwided bv the Wool Develop- 
niont Board and expenditure will also be borne bv die 
Wool Development Board, .Todhpur. 

6. Tlic expenses on r.4 and DA if any, '.sill be 
borne by ihc respective departments i,n iv-nect of 
Government oH'icials. whereas non-officials will be 
entitled to claim TA & DA as per O.M. No. E'. (i
